RAM-raiders smashed their way into a Banbury 
supermarket on Monday. 

A large black pick-up truck, believed to be a 
Mitsubishi L200 Warrior, and a white Mazda 
pick-up truck drove into Morrison's car park, in 
South Bar Street, at 3.35am. 

Two masked men raided the store after 
reversing the Mitsubishi into the supermarket 
and smashing through a plate-glass window, 
police said. 


A strap was then attached to an ATM, 
containing an undisclosed amount of cash, and 
towed out of the store before being lifted on to 
the white pick-up truck. 

Anyone who saw the vehicles travelling 
between Banbury and Sonning Common 
between 3.35am and 5am have been asked to

A MAJOR route in Banbury would be 
brought to a standstill by construction 
traffic for the HS2 rail link, a county 
councillor has warned. 

Conservative Kieron Mallon, who 
represents the Bloxham and Easington 
division, said there could be thousands of 
lorries a day converging on Hennef Way, 
one of the main roads through the town. 

He said this would put added pressure on 
major routes in the area. 

He told the Banbury Cake: "If Hennef 
Way is full of HGVs, then every arterial 
route feeding into Junctions 9, 10, 11 and 
12 of the M40 will be affected. 

"Hennef Way will be badly hit by HGVs, 
and other traffic will end up being displaced 
on to major routes. 

"That could have a devastating effect on 
the whole Oxfordshire economy." 

Mr Mai Ion recommended that some work 
on HS2 should take place at night when 
major routes and motorway junctions were 
not at capacity. 

In a motion to Oxfordshire County 
Council during Tuesday's meeting, he said: 

"HS2 has stated that there will be potentially 
thousands of lorries a day converging on 
Hennef Way. We call on the highways

authority to work in conjunction with 
Cherwell District Council to press for 
measures to mitigate the negative impact 
HS2 will have on the economy and 
infrastructure of North Oxfordshire during 
construction." 

The high-speed rail link will initially run 
between London and Birmingham and cut 
across a corner of Oxfordshire at Finmere 
and Mixbury, near Bicester. The line is to 
open in 2026 with work due to start in 
2017. 

Mike Kerford-Byrnes, chairman of Finmere 
Parish Council, told the county council 
meeting on Tuesday "Our most significant 
challenge is HS2. 

"Among local issues is the impact of 
construction traffic. For a two- to three-year 
period the parish will be subject to a very 
significant increase in HGV movements. We 
are naturally very concerned." 

Campaigners are waging a legal battle 
against the Government's high-speed rail 
link project HS2, with the latest challenge 
concerning the London-to-Birmingham 
section.

Church honour 
for MP Sir Tony 


BANBURY MP Sir Tony 
Baldry is one of six people 
who will become a lay canon 
at Christ Church Cathedral 
in Oxford next month. 

The Banbury politician is also 
the second church estates 
commissioner. 

He said: "I have much enjoyed 
being the link between 
Parliament and the Church of 
England in my role as second 
church estates commissioner. 

"It has been an extremely 
interesting task over the last five 
years and I was particularly glad 
that we were able to get through 
Parliament the legislation to 
enable women to become 
bishops. 

"Becoming a lay canon at 
Christ Church will enable me to 
maintain close contact with the 
cathedral and the life of the 
church in Oxford." 

He will be installed at a 
ceremony on January 31 along 
with five clergy who serve in the

Oxford Diocese and who will 
also be recognised for their 
service. 

The Rev Charlie Cleverly, 
rector of St Aldates; Rev Dr 
Simon Jones, fellow and chaplain 
of Merton College; Rev Andrew 
Marsden, vicar of St Sebastian's, 
Wokingham; and Rev Geoff 
Maughan, vicar of Cumnor, will 
become honorary canons. 

The final person is Rev Dr 
Martin Wei lings, superintendent 
minister of the Oxford Methodist 
Circuit, who will be made an 
ecumenical canon. 

While there are no specific 
duties for ecumenical and lay 
canons, honorary canons 
become members of the College 
of Canons and serve as 
ambassadors for the cathedral. 

• Sir Tony welcomed a pledge in 
the Chancellor's Autumn 
Statement to set up a fund for 


church repairs. 

George Osborne said the 
£15m pot would be for fixing 
roofs and guttering. 

Churches which were in need 
could apply for the funding 
under the new scheme, he 
added. 

Sir Tony said: "England's parish 
churches are as much a part of 
the landscape as the hedgerow 
or the oak tree. 

"Some churches achieve 
beauty from their location, some 
churches are beautiful in 
themselves, other churches live 
in literature and legend. 

"But all parish churches need 
to have decent roofs and 
serviceable guttering. 

"These are unromantic but 
essential and often expensive, so 
the announcement is very 
welcome news. 

"I think this is a clear 
recognition on the part of the 
Government of the contribution 
that churches make to the life of 
England."

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Low carbon group scoops an international award 


A NORTH Oxfordshire village has won an international 
award for trying to become carbon-neutral. 

Hook Norton Low Carbon group, which helps people 
get loans to make homes more energy-efficient, 
earned the Energy Neutral Village award at the 
European Ace Awards in the Netherlands. 

Cherwell District Council’s Eco Bicester project also 
won an award in the Energy Smart Municipalities 
category. Hook Norton Low Carbon members, who 


found out they had won last week, said they were 
“delighted”. 

Founding member Tim Lunel said: “We are 
considered the first community to use grant funding 
to generate a long-term sustainable revenue stream. 

“We hope that through this award we can inspire 
other communities to develop their own innovative 
approaches to switch to a sustainable energy future.” 

Since 2010, the co-operative has helped fund a 


community biodiesel supply, a low carbon car club, 
solar panel installations and a community 
smallholding. The Ace ceremony is one of Europe’s 
highest-profile events to recognise sustainability, 
recognising organisations from across the continent. 

They are run by the Academy of Champions for 
Energy, a partnership of energy organisations from 
England, Ireland, France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands.

A CHRISTMAS appeal is aiming 
to raise £20,000 to help 
Oxfordshire's vulnerable 
residents survive the cold 
weather after 340 winter- 
related deaths last year. 

Oxfordshire Community 
Foundation has launched its fifth 
Surviving Winter appeal to raise 
funds for residents struggling 
through the colder months. 

It comes after 340 "excess winter 
deaths" were recorded in the county 
between December 2012 and 
March 2013, according to figures 
from the Office for National 
Statistics. 

The campaign has received 
support from Oxfordshire MP 
Andrew Smith, who said he would 
donate to the cause to help prevent 
unnecessary deaths this winter. 

He added: "There are 7,000 
households now in fuel poverty in 
Oxford alone. They are forced to 
choose between eating and heating, 
and each one needs support. 

"There are a lot of people feeling 
the financial pressure in 
Oxfordshire. It's obviously critical 
that people are given the support 
and assistance that they need, 
especially if we hit really cold 
weather. 

"I think that, especially at 
Christmas time, it's a time when you 
all need to pull together and 
especially to help the most 
vulnerable." 

Oxfordshire Community 
Foundation is looking to raise 
£20,000 to support individuals in 
need and projects across the county. 

The foundation's marketing 
officer, Kate Parrinder, explained: 
"Some of the groups we are working 
with, and give money to, are doing 
things like helping people claim

benefits they did not know they 
were able to claim, which would 
help them with their winter fuel 
bills. 

"Lots of groups we fund are going 
into people's homes and checking 
people are well and have enough 
food to eat." 

Last year, 20 causes in the county 
were funded through the Surviving 
Winter campaign including 
community cafes, good neighbour 
schemes and senior citizens' club. 

Charity Age UK Oxfordshire 
received funding which supported 
its Generation Games project. 


It provides services for over-50s 
across the county to increase their 
physical activity levels, including 
over-50s Zumba Gold sessions at 
Bicester Health and Wellbeing 
Centre. 

Mother-of-two and grand mother- 
of-three Isobel Gorman, who attends 
the zumba classes, said: "I think it's 
excellent because these sort of 
things keep you going. 

"It's really worthwhile." 

The national campaign is 
organised by Community 
Foundations across the country. 

Residents are said to be facing 
fuel poverty if paying to heat their 
home would cause them to fall 
below the poverty line.

Gardeners armed with 
spades to fight polio

MORE than 6,000 crocus bulbs have 
been planted in and around Banbury to 
show support for a campaign to end 
polio. 

Banbury Rotary Club, with funding from 
Sanctuary Housing, organised the planting of 
6,500 bulbs using the official flower of polio 
eradication. 

They have been planted at retirement 
homes, churches and in Princess Diana Park. 

The charity has raised £30,000 for the End 
Polio Now campaign this year with planting 
events and concerts. 

The disease was a common cause of infant 
death and paralysis until vaccination began in 
1956. 

Meanwhile, the town's mayor joined 
volunteers to plant a community orchard. 

The Banbury Community Action Group 
organised the event where 37 volunteers 
planted 56 fruit trees at Browning Road Park, 
Banbury. 

Mayor Sean Woodcock said: "I am very 
proud to be planting trees with Banbury CAG. 

"I admire the group's dynamism in putting 
this project together for the long-term benefit 
of the people of Banbury."

Danger illness at 
secondary school 

■ STUDENTS and staff at Blessed 
George Napier School, Banbury, 
could potentially have been exposed 
to an outbreak of tuberculosis. Public 
Health England confirmed that 
somebody at the secondary school in 
Addison Road had recently been 
diagnosed. They said the person had 
commenced treatment and was 
recovering well. Alyson Smith, 
Consultant in Health Protection, said: 
"We would like to reassure the public 
that the risk to anyone in the school 
community is very low. We are in the 
process of identifying all those who 
may have been in close contact with 
this individual and will be offering 
screening where appropriate as a 
precaution." 

Threats charge 

■ A MAN has pleaded guilty to 
making threats to kill, damaging 
property and having a bladed article 
in a public place. David Farnell, of no 
fixed abode, admitted committing the 
crimes in Banbury on November 20 
and November 21 this year. The 28- 
year-old will now be sentenced at 
Oxford Crown Court after probation 
and psychological reports have been 
prepared on February 3 next year.

Open verdict 
over death 

■ A CORONER was unable to 
establish a cause of death for 
a 54-year-old Bloxham man 
who was not found for "some 
time" after his death. 

Oxfordshire Assistant 
Coroner Nicholas Graham 
reached an open verdict last 
week at the inquest of 
Stephen Lynes, of Ayres Drive, 
who was found dead at home 
on August 19. 

He said: "The difficulty in 
this case is, due to the fact 
that Mr Lynes wasn't 
discovered for some time, it 
was very difficult to establish 
a cause of death." 

At the hearing in Oxford, 
Mr Graham said Mr Lynes 
could have died of natural 
causes but "it is simply not 
possible to establish that on 
the evidence".

■ Cyclists told to stick to 
roads or risk causing injury 


POLICE are telling cyclists in 
Banbury to stop cycling on pave¬ 
ments or face a £50 fine. 

Officers say they are getting 
more reports of cyclists riding on 
pavements and in the pedestri¬ 
anised areas of the town centre, 
and riding without lights or reflec¬ 
tive clothing. 

Pc Paul Smith, from Banbury 
town centre neighbourhood team 
and a keen cyclist, said: "There is 
no reason to ride on the pavement, 
to be honest. 

"For one thing, it is an offence, 
and also there is a chance that they 
could bump into someone, espe¬ 
cially with these icy mornings." 

He said the problem was partic¬ 
ularly bad in Banbury's pedestrian 
areas of High Street and Parsons 
Street, as well as Middleton Road 
and Bolton Road.

Banbury town councillor Tony 
llott said: "The problem that we 
have is cyclists who seem to think 
that the laws of the land do not 
apply to them when they cycle 
down streets the wrong way or in 
pedestrianised areas. 

"When I have accosted a few of 
these in the past I have had a lot of 
verbal back. 

"But there is a real danger, espe¬ 
cially for elderly people who are 
walking down the pedestrianised 
areas and have cyclists slaloming 
in and out. 

"I think it is only a matter of time 
before someone either gets hurt 
falling off their bicycle or hits a 
member of the public."

■ Concerns raised about waiting time lengths, according to survey 

Hard-pressed A&Es 
praised by patients

PATIENTS praised the county's under¬ 
pressure A&E departments in a survey 
but raised concerns such as waiting 
times. 

Oxford's John Radcliffe and 
Banbury's Horton General Hospital 
scored seven or above out of 10 in six 
out of eight categories in the survey by 
the Care Quality Commission (CQC). 

Yet waiting times were rated 6.1 and 
leaving A&E 5.7 by the 306 respondents 
of the survey of those who attended 
from January to March this year. 

Oxford East Labour MP Andrew 
Smith, whose constituency includes the 
JR, said: "Especially considering the 
enormous pressure A&E has been 
under, this feedback reflects creditably 
on the doctors, nurses and paramedical 
staff working there." 

The CQC rated Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which runs the 
two hospitals, four out of 10 for infor¬ 
mation about how long they'd have to 
wait for an examination. 

It also got this score for being told 
about possible side effects of medica-

tion, for those prescribed new medica¬ 
tion while in A&E. 

The trust was also rated five for how 
staff explained when they could resume 
"usual activities", for feeling staff con¬ 
sidered their family and home situation 
before they left A&E and being told 
about "danger signals" before leaving. 

But the trust got full marks for "not 
feeling threatened by other patients or 
visitors" and nine out of 10 for issues 
like how the doctors listened and being 
given details about their condition. 

Other nine out of 10 scores included 
being treated with respect and dignity, 
cleanliness of the department and waits 
in the ambulance before handover. 

The trust was rated average overall 
compared to other trusts. 

It has struggled to meet a 
Government waiting target, where at 
least 95 per cent of patients should be 
seen within four hours of arrival. 

The target was missed in 2013/14 


and from April to June and July to 
September, when demand is typically 
lower outside of the winter period. 

This winter, waits inside the target 
time slipped from 94.4 per cent in the 
seven days to October 5, to 81 per cent 
in the week to November 23, according 
to the latest figures. 

This meant 468 out of 2,467 people 
who went to the hospitals waited more 
than four hours to be discharged, 
admitted or transferred that week. 

Hospital managers have said rising 
demand from patients - some who 
could be seen through other NHS serv¬ 
ices - was hitting response times. 

For example, an extra 233 people 
went to A&E in the latest week's figures 
compared to the same week last year. 

Rachel Coney, chief executive of the 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire official 
watchdog, urged people to give the 
body their views. 

She said she hoped "to see clear 
plans emerging to improve satisfaction 
in the lowest scoring area: preparing to 
leave A&E".

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F OR a man who has suddenly 
found himself at the centre of 
one of the music world's 
biggest stories, Loz Colbert is 
surprisingly relaxed. 

Indie-rockers Ride - who formed 
in the 1980s while the members 
were at Banbury College - recently 
announced they would re-form, 
after 20 years apart. This sent fans 
of the band into paroxysms of 
excitement - making news around 
the world, and seeing tickets for the 
band's first run of shows selling out 
within minutes. 

But if Loz, the band's drummer, 
is nervous, he's not showing it. "It's 
about as exciting as it can get," he 
says. "When the four of us get 
together it goes to a different level. 
There's magic and a spark happens. 

I know it's going to be great!" 

Loz is relaxing in a cafe in 
Oxford's Summertown, not far from 
his home in Jericho. 

He admits things have been a 
little crazy since they revealed a 
run of dates in Britain, Europe and 
North America, but that now was 
the time to start planning. 

"We're going to get on with it 
and see what comes out," he adds. 

"We've been talking about doing 
this every year for the past five to 
10 years, but an opportunity finally 
came up. 

"There have always been lots of 
reasons why it couldn't happen 
before, and now lots of reasons 
why it can. The timing is possible 
and everyone is in the right 
situation." 

Ride are no strangers to being in 
the right place at the right time. 

Their formation and rapid rise to 
fame is a typical rock & roll tale of 
talent, ambition and downright luck. 

Laurence 'Loz' Colbert met 
bandmates Mark Gardener and

Andy Bell while at college in 
Banbury in 1988. They recruited 
Steve Queralt, who was working in 
the Oxford branch of Our Price 
Records. He had previously played 
in a reggae band with Andy. They 
played their first shows at the 
college and the city's Jericho Tavern 
and Oxford Polytechnic. 

Fame beckoned when a demo 
tape they had recorded in Steve's 
bedroom was heard by Jim Reid of 
The Jesus and Mary Chain, who 
recommended the band to 
manager Alan McGee. 

They went on to support The 
Soup Dragons and were then 
snapped up by McGee's Creation 
Records label. 

They released a flurry of EPs, two 
of them, Play and Fall making the 
top 40. This was followed by Peel 
sessions and their debut album 
Nowhere , which charted at 11. 

They also cracked the top 10 of 
the singles charts with Leave Them 
All Behind - which appeared on 
their upbeat second album Going 
Blank Again - which reached 
number five in the album charts 
and went gold. 

They had arrived. And if they 
were rapturously received at home, 
their reputation was equally huge 
overseas - particularly Japan - 
where tickets for their first tour sold 
out instantly. 

Their follow-up Carnival of Light 
was recorded with Stone Roses 
producer John Leckie and Nigel 
Godrich, who would go on to 
produce Radiohead. It reached 
number five, though cracks had 
started to appear in the band, and 
by the time fourth LP Tarantula was 
released, Ride were over. 


While Steve officially quit music, 
Loz and the rest branched out, Loz 
playing in The Animalhouse with 
Mark, and then The Jesus and Mary 
Chain, Supergrass, and bandleader 
Stuart Macbeth's vintage jazz and 
jump blues group The Original 
Rabbit Foot Spasm Band. 

He has also played alongside 
Supergrass's frontman Gaz 
Coombes as part of his solo Here 
Come the Bombs project. 

As well as The Animalhouse, 
Mark has played alongside Oxford 
musicians Robin and Joe Bennett in 
Goldrush, psychedelic act The 
Brian Jonestown Massacre and The 
Morning After Girls, as well as 
creating his own acclaimed solo 
work. He also works as a producer 
with his own recording studio in 
Oxford. 

Guitarist Andy, meanwhile, 
played in Hurricane #1 before 
joining Creation label mates Oasis 
as bassist - which meant him 
having to learn the instrument and 
the band's back catalogue before 
his first show. 

Latterly he played guitar with 
Liam Gallagher's band Beady Eye, 
which announced its own split in 
October - just in time for Ride to 
re-form, with the announcement of 
shows at London's Roundhouse 
and Field Day festival, Glasgow, 
Manchester, Amsterdam, Paris, 
Barcelona, Toronto and New York. 

"It's not as if we haven't seen 
each other since," says Loz, a 
44-year-old father of four. "Quite 
the opposite, in fact. And we've all 
been creative." 

So is the reunion permanent - as 
much as such things can be? 

"We are keen to play these shows 
and see how that goes before 
seeing what to do next," he says. 

"It's definitely one step at a time."

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Dickens' spirit pervades 
hilarious Murray Scrooge 


ST VINCENT (12A, 102 minutes) 
Comedy/Drama/Romance. Bill 
Murray Jaeden Lieberher, Melissa

A MODERN-DAY Scrooge is 
moved by the plight of a 
young boy in Theodore 
Melfi's touching and frequently 
uproarious comedy. 

There are neither jingling bells 
nor ghostly visitations in St Vincent 
- the only spirits are swigged from 
a bottle - but Dickens' underlying 
theme of the redemption of the 
human spirit rings true in this 
valentine to Bill Murray. 

The Oscar-nominated star of 
Ghostbusters, Groundhog Day and 
Lost In Translation is in riotous form 
in Melfi's delightful film, deploying 
split-second comic timing to 
devastating effect as he reveals a 
beating heart of gold beneath the 
shambolic appearance of his 
penny-pinching curmudgeon. 

His irascible old coot might 
gamble, smoke and drink to excess, 
and seek physical pleasure in the 
company of a heavily pregnant 
Russian prostitute, but we fall head 
over heels for Murray's virtuoso 
portrayal and it's a love affair that 
endures the film's occasional lull or 
sloppy characterisation. 

Newcomer Jaeden Lieberher is 
magnificent as the spirited tyke, 
whose innocence and unwavering 
faith provide a beacon of hope for 
the self-destructive codger to 
stumble back towards the land of 
the living. 


Writer-director Melfi wrings us 
dry of laughter and tears in the 
process. 

Vincent (Murray) lives in a 
ramshackle house in Brooklyn with 
a pet cat and dreams of the past. 

He owes a small fortune to 
bookie Zucko (Terrence Howard), 
who is reluctantly threatening to 
smash Vincent's kneecaps unless 
fortunes change. 

Lady Luck smiles on the 
sexagenarian loner when struggling 
single mother Maggie (Melissa 
McCarthy) and her son Oliver 
(Lieberher) move in next door and 
Vincent exploits Maggie to become 
the lad's babysitter. 

"He's sort of cool, in a grouchy 
sort of way," Oliver assures his 
mother about his new guardian. 

While Maggie works long hours 
to keep a roof over their head, 
Vincent introduces Oliver to horse 
racing, his feisty Russian 
companion-for-money Daka 
(Naomi Watts) and an elderly 
woman with Alzheimer's called 
Sandy (Donna Mitchell), who he 
visits at an expensive nursing home. 

When Vincent's schoolteacher 
Brother Geraghty (Chris O'Dowd) 
asks his charges to deliver a verbal 
report on someone they consider a 
21st-century saint, Oliver knows 
exactly who he wants to canonise. 

St Vincent is anchored by 
Murray's award-worthy 
performance, but the supporting 
cast is equally impressive, often in 
underwritten roles. 

McCarthy abandons her usual 
schtick to embody a mother in crisis 
and Watts plies a thick cod-eastern

CONVERTIBLES tend to be cute, 
compact, cosy cars — everything 
that Vauxhall's new Cascada is not. 
For make no mistake, this is a big, 
even imposing, car. At almost 4.7 
metres in length, the four-seater, 
fabric-roof Cascada is longer than 
an Audi A5 Convertible. 

The first full-sized convertible 
designed, engineered and made by 
Vauxhall since the 1930s is also 
extremely comfortable. 

Most convertibles look great with 
the top down, but a harder trick to 
pull off is to make a car look equal¬ 
ly good with the hood up, but 
Vauxhall has succeeded. 

Just a touch of a button and 17 
seconds later the aerodynamical ly- 
clean soft top locks closed and still 
the car, with its power bulge-bonnet 
and deep front grille, cuts a classy 
profile. 

Settle into the deeply-contoured, 
leather trimmed driver's seat, which 
can be heated or ventilated, and the 
cockpit is pure Vauxhall Insignia. 

And that's no bad thing. 
Instrumentation is clear, switchgear 
is well laid out and the technology 
on offer is state of the art, ranging 
from Bluetooth telephone link and a 
clear 3D satellite navigation display, 
all with the option of voice control. 

Most important of all, the Cascada 
is great to drive. A stiff body con¬ 


tributes to unexpectedly sharp han¬ 
dling and equally surprising is the 
low level of road and wind noise. 

At low speed around town, elec¬ 
tric power steering increases the 
level of assistance, while at higher 
speeds, assistance is automatically 
reduced to improve steering feel. 

Power in the test car came from a 
new 200 horsepower 1.6-litre tur¬ 
bocharged petrol engine, with other 
engine choices including a 1.4-litre 
turbo petrol, 2.0-litre turbo-diesel 
and a high performance 2.0-litre, 
195 horsepower BiTurbo engine. 

As well as being good to drive, the 
Cascada is also pretty practical, with 
an Easy Entry system allowing access 
to the rear seats. Boot space is at a 
premium, but the 50:50 split rear 
seats electrically release and fold 
down, allowing longer objects to be 
carried with ease. 

Buyers have no shortage of choice 
as the Cascada's fabric roof can be

£15m plan will expand charge network 


THE Government says drivers of 
electric vehicles will eventually 
be no more than 20 miles from 
a chargepoint on the UK's 
trunk roads. 

An investment of £15m by the 
Highways Agency will expand 
the existing chargepoint 
network to ensure that for 
95% of the time, motorists will 
be no more than 20 miles from 
a chargepoint. 

Wherever feasible these will be 
rapid chargers, capable of 
charging an electric vehicle, to 
80% of capacity in less than 30 
minutes. This investment is 
expected to add thousands of 


new chargepoints at key 
locations across the UK's road 
network. 

Alex Michaelides, a spokesman for 
the Go Ultra Low campaign, 
said: "We know from our 
research that 'range anxiety' is 
one of the major concerns 
motorists have when 
considering an ultra low 
emission vehicle (ULEV). 

"The news that you'll never be 
more than 20 miles from a 
chargepoint means that this 
worry will no longer be a 
factor. These vehicles are now a 
genuine option for more and 
more drivers up and down the 


country, with their impressive 
range and driving costs from as 
little as 2p per mile." 

Drivers pay no Vehicle Excise Duty 
or London congestion charge 
on ULEVs, and company car 
drivers enjoy further tax 
benefits. 

There are already 8,500 

chargepoints installed at almost 
3,000 UK locations, 750 of 
which are rapid chargers. 

By the end of the year, almost 
every motorway service station 
will have a rapid charger. 

The Highways Agency said the 

network would be complete by 
2020 at the latest.
